The "strike one-strike 
11" agreement among the deal- 
rs halted deliveries to all retail 
utlets. 
Retail- stores- reported deple- 
on of milk and-milk products 
Monday evening despite efforts 


of store operators to spread sup- 
plies by limiting purchases. 


Deliveries to hospitals contin- 


ued under special arrangements 
but not to most schools, stores, 
restaurants, hotels or homes. 


The lockout by the Assotiated 


Milk Dealers, Inc., and the Chi- 
cago Area Dairymen's Associa- 
tion was in retaliation for a 
strike called by the drivers' un- 
ion against the Dean Foods Co., 
a major producer of dairy 
products. 


Thomas J. Haggerty, secre- 


tary-treasurer of Local 753 of 
the drivers union, said the walk- 
out was called because Dean 
eliminated 15 routes after the 


union's contract with the firm 
expired Sunday night. 


There were conflicting reports

Haggerty claimed about 1,000 


of 5,000 drivers in his union 
were making deliveries from 
many small dairies which are 
not affiliated with either of the 
two trade associations.

Hughes of the Christian Science^ 
Monitor has won the 1967 Pul- 
itzer Prize for international re- 
porting despite a jury panel's 
recommendation that the award 
go to Harrison Salisbury of the 
New York Times. 


The award 
announcement 


Mondav_promptly touched off a 
controversy after a. source-dis- 
closed the jury panel voted 4-1. 
to honor Salisbury for his dis- 
patches from-North-Vietnam. 


Instead the panel was over- 


ruled by the Pulitzer Prize ad- 
visory board which voted 6-5 
against Salisbury, reportedly 
because, his original dispatches 
failed to give the source of lis- 
ted casualty figures. 


In turn the trustees of Colum- 


bia University upheld the board 
and went along with the recom- 
mendation . thaf ' Hughes—the 
second choice of the jury panel 


, —be honored for his coverage of 


the attempted Communist coup 
in Indonesia and the purges that 
ensued. 


Salisbury,.a Pulitzer winner 


in the'same category 12 years 
ago, 
commented, "I put the 


opinion' of the editors of the 
Times abov* any jurors. If the 
Times.thinks my stuff is good, I 
put: that ^bove the .Pulitzers- or 
anything else;" 


There was no immediate com- 


•ment from Hughes on the con- 
troversy but Michael J, Ogden, 
a member of the five-man' pan- 
el, said he stood by the majority 
vote for Salisbury.

cal defects in the Salisbury dis- 
patches but that their "impact 
and general over-all effect" far

Announcement of the prizes 


was held up 90 minutes by the 
controversy over the interna- 
tional reporting award. 


The award for news photogra- 


phy went to Jack R. Thornell of 
The Associated Press for his 
picture showing James H. Mer- 
edith being shot while on a civil 
rights march through Missis- 
sippi. 


Edward Albee, whose failure 


to receive a Pulitzer Prize in 
1963 led to the resignation of 
three drama prize jurors, won 
the drama award this year for 


his latest play, "A Delicate Bal- 
ance." 


The play deals with a middle- 


aged couple whose lives are up- 
set by fearful friends and mal- 
adjusted neighbors. 


The prize for fiction went to 


Bernard Malamud for "The 
Fixer" written on the theme of 
anti-Jewish 
persecutions 
in 


czarist Russia. It also won the 
National Book Award in March. 


'I'm glad to have this atten- 


tion focused on the book," Mala- 
mud, 
53, said in Cambridge, 


Mass, after learning of the 
award. "I'm afraid though, it 
won't make me a better writ- 
er." 


.The prize for meritorious pub- 


lic service by a newspaper was 
shared by the Milwaukee Jour-

Journal. It was the second 
award in the category for the 
Milwaukee paper which pre- 
viously won in 1919.

Another source of power 
is provided by the system of 5 
hydroelectric plants in northern 
Wisconsin and Upper Michigan.

"The proposed line would be 


desiped and built to carry 
345,000 volts, although it would 
be operated at 138,000 volts 
initially. Eventually this line 
would receive power at 345,000 
volts from the Point Beach 
Nuclear Plant WMPCO is now 
building on the shore of Lake 
Michigan," Wells said. 


The'cost is estimated at more

We do not know whether to extend 


congratulations or commiserations to Dr. 
Curtis Tarr on being chosen chairman of 
the new committee set up by the legislature 
to. study the twin problems of local 
government structures in Wisconsin and 
the formulas by which the state shares 
certain taxes and aids with its political 
subdivisions. 


The subject of the study is a most 


complex one. It has been argued and 
debated in and out of the legislature for 
several decades. Governor Knowles and the 
legislature agreed on the study technique 
to avoid an immediate decision on the 
financial plight facing the larger cities of 
the state which have banded together in an 
Alliance of Cities to press their case. 


Dr. .Tarr and his committee must first 


consider various alternative methods of 
conducting the study. They can approach 
the problem from an objective or academic 
point of view. And certainly such an 
approach will yield the most logical results. 


But as they proceed they must also be 


mindful of what recommendations would 
have any chance of winning approval in the 
legislature. For by far the toughest part of 
their assignment will be trying to get their 
recommendations adopted after they have 
arrived at them and defending themselves 
against the onslaught of proprietary groups 
which may be adversely affected by the 
outcome. 


Probably the first thing Dr. Tarr should 


do is have a long and searching talk with 
one of his neighbors who was given a 
similar assignment, Bill Kellett of Menasha.

Lodge's Unfortunate Opinion 


In an interview before he left Saigon, 


but not to be made public until after his 
departure, Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
expressed the point of view that the 
military must maintain' an influential- role 
in the future' South Vietnamese govern- 
ment or chaos could result. It was an 
unfortunate s t a t e m e n t , whatever Mr. 
Lodge's personal opinion. It only serves to 
emphasize to friend and enemy alike the 
role the United States is filling in Asia. 


One of th'e most telling arguments 


against American intervention in Vietnam 
is that this has the nature of a civil war and 
that nationalism rather than communism is 
the major issue. Although this does not 
appear to be strictly true, there is enough 
validity to the point of view to enable the 
North Vietname'se to win friends and 
influence people by charging that the war 
is merely an extension of the struggle of 
Asian peoples against colonial control. All 
the American denials of any intention of 
maintaining a strong military presence in 
Asia —and such denials must be ques- 
tioned on the basis of hard common sense 
— cannot overcome the fact that, except 
for the South Vietnamese, Americans are 
fighting Asians with very little military 
support from other Asians. 


Korea, Thailand and the Philippines 


have forces in Vietnam but they are 
primarily token ones or in noncombatant 
roles. It can also be argued that the 
Koreans would not be there except for the 
presence of American forces to hold the 


line in Korea. As Senator Percy has 
suggested, more Asians should be encour- 
aged to fight this war if they feel so 
strongly about the importance of defeating 
the North Vietnamese. Of course these 
Asian nations do not have the financial 
resources of the United States but then 
neither does North Vietnam. Instead, Gen- 
eral William Westmoreland came to this 
country, not only to drum up support for 
the war but to seek more American ground 
forces to fight it. His statements on the 
improvement of the South Vietnamese 
military forces were encouraging but must 
be considered in the light of his role in 
coming back to the United States. So far 
the casualty lists indicate that the Ameri- 
can forces are still doing most of the 
fighting. 


Mr. Lodge now has thrown the weight 


of American official opinion behind who- 
ever is the military candidate for president 
in the coming Vietnamese elections. In all 
likelihood the candidate will be either 
Premier Ky or his chief of staff. Certainly 
the Lodge opinion can be interpreted as an 
effort to keep a man in power who has 
already been strongly backed by President 
Johnson. 


The Vietnamese elections may be a 


tremendous move in the direction of 
representative, freely elected government 
in a nation with no history or tradition of 
it. It would have been better had Ambassa- 
dor Lodge kept to himself his ideas about 
who ought to be elected.

critic to share the power — 
and the blame. 


This is an old problem in the 


theater, and in all the other 
arts. I remember, more than 
15 years ago in Aspen, Olin 
Downes, then music critic of 
The New York Times, lectured 
to us on the function of the 
critic. 


He admitted that the news- 


paper critic in a large city has 
entirely too much power. The 
two morning paper critics in 
New York — both in music 
and in drama — could blast 
reputations at will, and make 
it almost impossible for new 
talent to obtain a second 
hearing. 


One solution he suggested 


was for papers to change their 
critics every couple of years. 
Another was that different 
staff members cover plays 
and musical events, on a 
rotating basis, supplemented 
by commentaries from prac- 
ticing members of the arts or 
crafts. 


Lord Acton held that all 


power tends to corrupt, which 
is an extreme view. Socrates, 
I think, was closer to the truth 
when he observed that "the 
only men who deserve to be 
given power are those who do 
not want it." 


The real difficulty in these 


situations is that the men — 
be they politicians, militarists, 
critics, er what you will — 


who get the power are gener- 
ally those who go after it. And 
since these are most often the 
men with the strongest views 
and most aggressive natures, 
they are the' ones who can 
least be trusted with power. 


Criticism is necessary to 


civilization, and the public 
taste is steadily raised by 
those critics who are a little 
ahead of their time. 
The 


complete abolition of public 
criticism would be more of a 
blow than a help to the arts — 
but the critic must not only be 
professionally 
c o m p e t e n t 


(which many are not), he 
must 
also be emotionally 


stable. 


Indeed, it is not corruption 


in any sense of the word, but 
the emotional temptation to 
play God — or Lucifer — that 
turns so many critics into 
power-drunk pundits parading 
their prejudices as ultimate 
truths. The problem of finding 
men who have the intellectual 
capacity to recognize quality, 
plus the emotional balance to 
temper their judgments with 
compassion, goes far beyond 
the role of critic. 


It applies even more strong- 


ly to statesmen, 
teachers, 


judges, 
and 
everyone who 


passes verdicts on the acts of 
others. The reason many peo- 
ple gravitate to authority is 
this unconscious urge to abuse 
it.

Continent Keeping Eye on Doings 
!n So-Far Quiet Ongania Regime

BUENOS AIRES (AP) - 


What happens here in the next 
year is likely to affect the future 
of all Latin America. 


Neighbors are watching a sit- 


uation full of paradoxes and di- 
lemmas. Since last June, when 
the military regime of Juan 
Carlos O n g a n i a came into 
being by overthrowing the elect- 
ed government of President Ar- 
turo Illia, Argentina has been 
ruled by a dictatorship which 
seems trying not to be a dicta- 
torship. 


The Ongania regime adopts 


the measures of a dictatorship: 
suppression of political parties 
control of labor unions and so 
forth, without displaying the 
familiar trappings o f dictator 
ship. There is none of the perva- 
sive fear, the dread of police 
the sensation of the ever watch- 
ful eye which are associated 
with dictatorship elsewhere. 


Has Too Much 


tn many ways, Argentina is 


unique in Latin America. One oi 
its major problems often seems 
to the outsider to be that it has 
had too much and done too little 
with it. 


Argentina eats better and 


drinks better than any Latin 
American nation, and better 
than most in the world. It eats 
more meat — over 200 pounds 
per person annually — than al- 
most any other nation. It drinks 
more wine than any — almost 
24 gallons per person per year. 


There are many poor people 


in 
terms 
of 
housing 
and 


clothing, but a hungry person is 
a rarity. This makes Argentina 
greatly 
different from other 


Latin American nations. 


Labor Power 


There are jobs to spare, yet 


there is <jn unemployment prob- 
lem. Some say the labor force 
has too long been over-protected 
and over - pampered. What be- 
gan in the Juan D. Peron dicta- 
torship years — the use of or- 
ganized labor as an instrument 
of political power — remains as 
a hangover. Organized labor, 
predominantly Peromsta, is a 
powerful political force. 


The farms are well off and 


some ranchers are rich, yet ag- 
ricultural problems must be 
solved if the Ongania regime is 
to realize its goals. Argentine 
politicians have been urban- 
minded, oriented toward indus- 
trialization as their most impor- 
tant goal. 


This richly productive nation 


could double and triple its farm 
output and its output of beef 
with little difficulty. The prob- 
lem would be how and where to 
market it. 


No Planning 


The farmer is like farmers in 


most countries. If he is well off, 
he sees no reason why he should 
not be still better off. Yet he 
does not plan ahead toward ex- 
pansion and modernization to 
any great extent. 'One of the 
principal factors has been the 
political instability of Argentine 
governments. Instead of going 
into expansion, his money goes 
either into real estate or into the 
flight capital sent abroad to be 
banked or invested. 


The farmer is not alone in 


this. Capital has been going 
abroad for 20 years because of 
its inability to make an ade- 
quate return in Argentina. Now 
there are hopes that it will 
begin to flow back. 


The Ongania regime has a 


long distance to travel before it 
proves itself. With the sort of 
program it has now, it could not

Now the Republicans Have a Choice 


The roster of players trying out for this 


year's presidential team would now appear 
to be complete, and each voter can start 
preparing his private cut list. Governor 
Nelson Rockefeller has decided that the 
decision he made little more than a month 
ago is obsolete, and will challenge Richard 
Nixon for the Republican nomination. The 
only remaining uncertainties involve Gov- 
ernor Ronald Reagan of California, and the 
possibility that Governor George Romney 
of Michigan might emulate Mr. Rockefeller. 


Whatever one s views about the New 


York governor's indecision about making a 
decision, his entry into the campaign will 
give Republican voters a choice, and this is 
all to the good. The Democrats after all 
have a three-way option. 


The two principal points of difference 


which are now apparent between 
the 


stances of Mr. Rockefeller and Mr. Nixon 
concern the crisis in the 
cities 
and 


Vietnam. 


Concerning our most critical domestic 


problem, 
Nixon has been pictured 
as 


declaring that there must be order before 
there can be progress, while Rockefeller 
says he prefers to believe that there must 
be progress before we will have order. It is 
a matter of emphasis, but it is also a matter 
of approach. 


Immediately after the funeral of Dr. 


Martin Luther King Jr., Governor Rocke- 
feller 
pushed 
through 
the New York 


legislature a $15 billion, three-phase pro- 
gram for New York state to replace slum 
housing, provide job training and opportu- 
nities and spur private business enterprise 
among ghetto residents. He has called for a 
national program along similar lines of 
$150 billions, utilizing government money 
as seed for private investment. 


Nixon has been more conservative in his 


approach to solution of the urban crisis, 
and has stated frankly that he would rather 
lose the election than make pie-in-the-sky 
promises to the people of the ghetto which 
he knows the government cannot keep. On 
this point Mr. Nixon is going to have to 
become more explicit as the 
campaign 


proceeds. 


Nixon has declared a moratorium on 


Vietnam as a campaign issue while Presi- 
dent Johnson attempts to bring the North 
Vietnamese to the conference table. This 
provides him with a logical reason for not 
spelling out how he would win the war as 
he promised he would do when he was 
campaigning in New Hampshire. Prior to 
the moratorium, however, Nixon stated 
that in his view we should apply what 
leverage we possess to persuade Russia to 
persuade Ho Chi Minh to arrive at a 
political solution to the war. 


Quite interestingly, Rockefeller takes 


somewhat the same tack except that he 
advocates dealing with 
Red 
China 
to 


interest Mao Tse - tung 
in seeking a 


solution. He is critical of the military 
strategy we have employed, and he believes 
that our diplomatic approaches are stale- 
mated by a narrow approach to the over-all 
problems of Southeast Asia. 


In the absence of any open challenger to 


the nomination since Governor Romney 
withdrew. Nixon has been able to soft-pedal 
his campaign in order to save ammunition 
for the real test after the conventions this 
fall. Now that he faces a direct challenge 
from Rockefeller, we can expect a more 
heated dialogue on Republican approaches 
to our critical national and international 
problems. And since the choices we will 
make in November will be of such great 
import for the future of this nation, that 
dialogue is welcome. 


Have the Reds Gotten to De Gaulle? 


The French have officially denied that 


their intelligence service has ever been 
deeply infiltrated by Soviet agents. But the 
evidence 
indicates 
that 
President 
de 


Gaulle's 
animosity toward 
the 
United 


States and his personal pride may be 
blinding him to the truth. 


The story of the possible infiltration 


broke with the publication of a novel, 
Topaz, by Leon Uris. Subsequent stories in 
Life and Look magazines and the Sunday 
Times of London have connected 
the 


novel's French agent and one Philippe 
Thyraud de Vosjoli, attache at the French 
Embassy in Washington for twelve years 
before his resignation in 1963. Since that 
time de Vosjoli has been living secretly in 
the United States. 


Reportedly a high ranking Soviet agent 


defected to the United States in 1962. 
Although 
he was arrogant 
and 
often 


uncooperative, he told of heavy infiltration 
of Soviet agents in the secret services of 
several Western nations. Later the British, 
Canadian, West 
German 
and 
Swedish 


governments investigated his claims and 
found spies in their own machinery. But 
the French have steadfastly refused to do 
much about the claims. One civil servant 
attached to the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization was arrested, charged with 
treason and convicted in 1963, but since 
that time the French have insisted that de 
Vosjoli's story is merely an effort 
to 


embarrass President de Gaulle since it is 
claimed that the infiltration of the French 
government began back in the early 1940's. 


De Vosjoli reports that he was summon- 


ed to Paris and that his friends told him he 
was to be arrested and charged with 
working for the Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy against the best interests of France. 
French newspapers now claim that he was 
to be tried for alleged earlier connections 
with right wing extremists and terrorists in 
Algeria. The United States has taken the 
view that this is an internal French dispute 
and it has no business in returning de 
Vosjoli to France for trial for anything. 


French and American relations have 


deteriorated seriously in the last decade. 
Blame undoubtedly is shared. The emer- 
gence 
of a strong, 
economically 
and 


politically independent France can actually 
be considered a boon to the United States 
in controlling power and influence drives 
of some in our government. Such power 
and influence also means responsibilities 
that have at present exceeded our abilities. 


But if Soviet agents within the French 


government have fed misinformation to De 
Gaulle and influenced his attitudes and 
actions against the United States, he is a 
sad figure indeed. De Gaulle has been 
anxious to stand alone from American 
influence and control. If in so doing he has 
become only a Soviet puppet, history will 
not deal with him kindly. 


Shoot Mourning Doves? 


One of the encouraging developments in 


the natural resources conservation and 
management movement is the broadening 
constituency of the agencies created to 
handle such responsibilities. We are in- 
clined to believe that a spectacular current 
example of this rapid popularization of 
nature and its charms is the majority vote 
of the county units of the 
Wisconsin 


Conservation Congress against the removal 
of the lovely mourning dove from the list 
of protected wildlife species, which means 
that in spite of the wishes of some hunters, 
the dove won't become legal game here. 


The public dispute about the proper 


identity of the mourning dove has erupted 
in Wisconsin over the decades. Always, 
however, and happily, public opinion has 
persuaded the commission to protect the 
species by administrative order, and we are 
confident that it will read the lessons of the 
most recent public poll and act accordingly. 


It is said that many other states list the 


dove as game, and a legal target for 
hunters' guns Illinois is often cited in that 
connection. We would answer that there 
are many things going on in other states, 
and notably in Illinois, that we are not 
prepared to emulate. 


We have a wholesome respect for that 


man. 
or woman, who finds recreation in 


tramping 
the 
woods and 
swales 
and 


marshes m pursuit of genuine game. But 
the idea that the mourning dove, so tame, 
that it populates backyards in most of our 
suburbs of Wisconsin, should be legally 
classified as a game bird strikes us as 
absurd. 


It is not often that we agree with the 


frequently erratic editorial viewpoints of 
the Capital Times of Madison. But we find 
ourselves in sympathy with its 
angry 


denunciation of those who would "seek an 
open season on the mourning dove, whose 
stream-lined body wouldn't provide a meal 
for a carniverous hummingbird." 


If the mourning dove is to be classified 


as game for the sportsman, it is not 
difficult to conceive that other of our most 
attractive avian species, such as larks, will 
one day be examined 
hungrily 
by the 


hunting interests, even as they are now 
permitted to be shot in other parts of the 
world. 


We would not have this understood as 


an expression of lack of confidence in the 
conservation commission, but the time is 
probably at hand for the legislature to act 
on this subject. Twice in recent years, 
indeed, the legislature did put the mourn- 
ing dove on the song-bird list, where it 
truly qualifies, but two governors for what 
up regarded as irrelevant reasons declined 
to sign the bills into law.

months, maybe even years. 


There is a strange, almost 


talismanic symbolism in the 
matter of the choice of a site.

Then one needs a highly 


refined communications sys- 
tem, so as to be able to keep 
the various headquarters in- 
stantly informed. It is general- 
ly supposed that we are in a 
position to effect security in 
our communications from al- 
most anywhere, and it is true 
that we have code devices that 
are pretty reliable. But as a 
matter of sheer tedium, it is 
distracting, over the long pull, 
to have to run the shower or 
whatever every time Averell 
Harriman wants to exchange 
an opinion with Cyrus Vance. 


The insiders will tell you 


that the American Embassy in 
Warsaw, where it is now 
proposed that the diplomats 
meet temporarily in order, can 
you stand it, to discuss wl^e 
to meet permanently, is prob- 
ably the most infested building 
in the entire world, that Amer- 
ican ambassadors 
even get 


estranged from their wives 
there, on account of the neces- 
sity for total silence, lest 
Radio Warsaw broadcast their 
a f t e r-dinner 
conversations. 


General p r i v a c y as distin- 
guished from pure communi- 
cations privacy is therefore a 
factor, but it is not easy to 
speak about it because, in the 
extraordinary world of diplom- 
acy, one simply doesn't sug- 
gest that those nice people you 
are about to sit down with 
would dream of bugging your 
private quarters. 


Who will solve the deadlock? 


There was a silly deadlock 23 
years ago at Dumbarton Oaks 
over just when the first United 
Nations conference at San 
Francisco would be held, with 
the Russians arguing for a 
date in mid-April, and the 
Americans for a date in early 
May. 
It went on and on and 


on, day after day. Suddenly a 
voice from way back in the 
non-commissioned ranks of the 
English delegation piped up: 
"Why 
not April 25th?" Every- 


one turned, astonished at the 
effrontery. "Why," the chair- 
man asked icily, "April 25th?" 
"Because," said the second 
secretary, "that's my birth- 
day." 
What better 
reason? 


And April 25th it was. 


Somebody is likely to come 


along and suggest some place 
obvious. (Geneva is of course 
the most obvious place to 
meet.) But the obvious makes 
no sense until, a) the enemy 
has concluded that it will not 
succeed in bringing America 
to a site which is psychologi- 
cally disadvantageous; and b) 
the enemy really does desire, 
for reasons of its own, to begin 
negotiations. The background 
of the shilly-shalling is a great 
river of supplies being brought 
together in the north, in the 
interdicted area where U.S. 
bombers are now forbidden to 
interrupt the peaceable as- 
sembly of weapons with which 
to kill American and South 
Vietnamese soldiers and civil- 
ians.

LOCAL PRESSURES 


The school lobby is perfectly

tional liability to the state tax 
base, as the Wisconsin Educa- 
tion Association c a n d i d l y 
shows in its current magazine.

TRENDS IN COSTS 


About $6 out of $10 spent for 


the schools of Wisconsin is 
paid out in salaries, the over- 
whelming part of it for teach- 
ing salaries. What is now 
going on in salary scheduling 
is potent in its financial im- 
pact. Local school costs lately 
have been rising at the rate of 
about 14 per cent a year. 


But the rate of increase will 


accelerate rapidly. Two exam- 
ples are suggestive. 


Last year, the average be- 


ginners' salary in the schools 
was $5,550. This year, it is 
$6,200. It will be higher next 
year. This year, the average 
of all teaching salaries is 
about $7,650. Next year, it will 
be about $8,700. In succeeding 
years, the likelihood is for 
further rises. 


Most persons will concede 


that teaching salaries have 
been too low for too long 
There is probably a general 
support for the demand of the 
organized classroom teachers 
that their professional status 
deserves compensation related 
to their training. But as the 
pressure of financing t h e 
schools becomes more painful, 
some informed men in the 
profession believe, there will 
be a more attentive public 
involved in the operation of 
the state's biggest and most 
costly single public service. 


Among the questions likely 


to be asked is why a teacher 
who wants salary commensu- 
rate with professional stature 
should not work a longer 
school year, something that 
has not yet been examined 
squarely in spite of the cour- 
ageous suggestions of such 
men as Angus Rothwell, the 
former state superintendent of 
public instruction.

Asteroid Begins Near-Collision Course 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


maverick 
asteroid 
Icarus, a 


pip-squeak planet about a half- 
mile in diameter, starts hurtling 
earthward today at 20,000 miles 
per hour. 


Navy astronomers say it will 


come within four million miles 
of Earth on June 14, its closest 
approach since it's discovery in 
1949. It won't be visible to the 
naked eye. 


The Navy assured there is 


"no danger of a collision" with 
earth. 


There have been similar reas- 


suring words in recent years 
from the high echelons of as- 
tronomy—all aimed at counter- 
acting reports that rocky Icarus 
just might be on a collision 
course with the earth. Such a 


catastrophe would be equivalent 
to dropping 100 hydrogen bombs 
at one time. 


As recently as last November 


a member of the British House 
of Commons asked the govern- 
ment for official 
reassurance 


the two celestial objects would 
not collide. He got it. 


Another Visit 


But one American astrono- 


mer, Dr. Robert S. Richardson, 
while conceding there's no ap- 
parent chance of a collision dur- 
ing Icarus' upcoming visit, has 
said this might not always hold 
true as the asteroid keeps re- 
turning every 19 years. 


Richardson, of Altadena, Cal- 


if., has theorized Icarus might 
eventually be pulled off course 
by the combined gravity influ- 


ences of the planets Earth and 
Mercury, with which it also has 
relatively close brushes. 


He has suggested a possible 


defense if danger ever appears 
imminent—blasting Icarus out 
of the heavens with a nuclear- 
armed space vehicle. 


It has been known since at 


least 1957 that Icarus was due to 
make a close approach to the 
earth June 14 or 15 of this year. 


This forecast has been based 


on a computation of its strongly 
elliptical orbit around the sun- 
ranging from 18 million miles at 
its closest point to the sun, and 
183 million at its farthest. Ica- 
rus wheels around the sun once 
every 409 days. 


Navy astronomers said Icarus 


will make its closest solar ap- 


proach in its present orbit today 
and then start its stretch-run to- 
ward the earth. 


Icarus is named for the ad- 


venturous youth of Greek my- 
thology who flew too close to the 
sun on wings of wax and feath- 
ers, then fell into the sea when 
the wax melted. 


It is one of more than 1.500 


known a s t e r o i d s wheeling 
around the solar system. 


Most asteroids circle the sun 


in orbits that lie entirely be- 
tween the orbits of Mars and Ju- 
piter but there are a few maver- 
icks like Icarus whose orbits oc- 
casionally cross the Earth's or- 
bital pathway. The nearest visi- 
tor was Hermes, which passed 
within 485,000 miles of the earth 
in 1937.

provide funds for the proposed 
complex. 


The $1 million represents 80 


per cent of the cost of the 
proposed Menominee V i s i t o r 
Destination Center just west of 
Keshena.
